And laſtly, the rend'ring the Poverty, Diſor- 
ders, and Impieties of the Place, {o much lefs ſuperable than they ap- 
pear'd tro me when firſt Jaid before your Lordſhip; as to put me beyond 
all Hopes ot their Reareſs, from any lower Haxd than that of a Goyal 
Utiitacion.

And it this, 3; Lord, be a Libel; I ſhall not undertake for its being 
my /aff, where nothing gextler will ber hearken'd to; rather than be

Next, My Lord, tor avoiding any unneceſſary Repetition of Trouble 
to the Court now fitting, where Your Lordſhip has yet the Honour of Pre- 
ſiding ; permit me to pray, That in the Notice you may ſee reaſonable 
to take there, of this Paper: You will pleaſe to be its Remenbrancer, in 
what, for the Conſiderations afſign'd in my laſt, I then beſpoke its Fa- 
w04r 1n reterence to the disburthening me of a Charge, in which I am at 
the end of any Z/opes of ſeeing my felt further ſerviceable.

taking it into it8 Dwn, And ſo much, my Lora, I think my ſelf, in 
Faithfulneſs to Ir, to Tow, and to the Poor, indiſpenſably bound to do: 
And that, upon ſuch Convittions of the Neceſſity of it, as the Pietgy of 
this Court ( when truly ex/ighter'd in *em, and appriſed of what my 
Former and This ſhew you to lye yet «nreported by me, of much harſher 
a Hearing than all that has been yer ſpoken of) will be but zos well and, 
I fear, t00 /ate ſatisfied in the Reaſong of.
